THE SULTAN'S TOUR.

His Imperial Majesty on the Danube—
The Parting With the Austrian Moyal
Family—Revoption in Pesth,

From the Cork Herald, August B,

The Bultan left Vienna on Wednesdsy morn-
ing, aud wus sccompanied by the Bwmperor of
Austnia, the Archdukes, and 4 nomerons salte
to the piace of embarkation —the Kawsermulilen,
in the Prater.

The flotilla which was to conve{.hlﬂ Majesty
to Buds, Pesth, and down the Danabe, conststed
of three steamers belonging to the Lloyd Beeam-
boat Company —the Szechenyi, the Szent Kiraly,
and the Rudolph. All tbree were gaily deco-
rated with flags and flowers; indeed, the deck of
the Sgechenyl, on which the Sultan himsell was
to embark, had been converted into a beautitul
garden, in which sofas and ottomans were placed
under the shade of towering shrubs and actual

irees.

On taking leave the two soverelgns shook
hands repeatedly and cordially, and after the
vessels had loft, the Emperor remained on the
landing place until they were out of sight. Buda
was reached during the night, but it was not
until the pext morniog at ten that the Sultan
lunded, and was 1eceived with great Pomp and
magnificence by the Hungarians, His Mujest
was escoried to the palace at Buda by the civi
and military suthorities and a multitude of
hortemen, the inevitable Banderin dand soon

wards drove to Pesth and the Stadtwalild-
chen, or park, without, however, stopping to
visit the museum or the Esterhazy Gallery, as
had been expected, and where crowds had
collected to calch & glimpse of the Grand Turk.
The inhabitants of Buda were equally disap-
pointed. They had fully expected that theSaltan
would visit the tombof Ghul Baba, & Turkish
saipt, who is burled at Buda, and at whose
ghiine pilgrims from the East from time to
time come to worship. The tomb had been re-
paired and furnished*with inscriptions in Arabic,
welcoming the Padishuh, teuts were erected for
the Bultan and his retinue, and there the greater
Ea,rt of the population of Bude awaited him,
ut in vain; no Padishab came, nor any of his
followers, Similar dissppomtments were fre-
ext i Vienns, 8s it appears to be contrary to
Snrtenlal etiquetie that the movements ot the
Sultan should be determined in advauce,

At 4 oelock in the afternoon his Majesty re-
embarked and coutinued his voyage down the
Panube. From Rustchuck, it is stated that the
Sultan will journey to Constautinople by land
via Adrianople.

Before leaving Vienna the Sultan made a do-
nation to the poor of ten thousand florins, at
the eame time travsmilting to the Common
Conneil of the city an enormous number of pe-
titions that had been adaressed to him during

his visit,
The Bultan at Home,

The Bultan entered the Bokphorus on the
morning of the Tth ot August, followed by nearly
sixty steamers which went to the eutrance to

meet him,
Prince Charles.

The ruler of Roumania paid 4 visit of courtesy
1o the Sultan, at Ratschaek, on August 6, cross-
ing the Danabe, from Bucharest, in the French
steamer Mugiclen.

The Prince bad & long interview with the 8ol-
tan, and was received with great honore,

WAR OR PEACE.

Kffective Sirength and Condition of the
French Army,

FParis (Augrusi 6) corres, of London Standard,

1 have so Intely given you an account of mili-
tary affaire in France that It s not without re-
luctance I revert to the gubject; but [ cannot
avold noticing an elaborate article in the Suua-
tion, which professes to give an aceurato resume
of the condition of the French army at the pre-
sent tme, It is very neal and compact. he
infantry consists of one regiment of gendarmes,
one of zouaves, three of grenadlers, four of volti
eurs and one battnlion of chasseurs, all belong-
ng to the Jmperinl Ganrd; then comes the line,
oconeisting of one hundred regiments, twenty-
uvne batiallons of chasseurs, three regiments of
rourves, three regiments of Turcos (native
Agluan inisntry), three battalions of Heht Afel-
cun Infentry, one forelan reglment, and seven
diecipline companies, At this presont time the
inlaniry has about 300,000 men under arms, nnd
its cadres enable it 1o be rnised nlmost instanta -
neously to 650,000 men,

The cavalry of the (inard consists of one
regiment of carbineers, ove of cuirassiers, one
ol chusseurs, one ol guides, ope of lnnorrs, one
of dragoons,; that ot the line numbers teu regri-
menis ot culrassiers, twelve of dracoous, eight
of luncers, twelve ot chasseurs, eight of hus-
sars, four of chasseurs d'Afrique, three of
Spabis; they musier at present 50,000 horses,
and can be ralged instuntaueously to 80,000,

The artillery of the Guard consiets ol two
regiments, thut of the line of twenty regiments,
forming an aggrepate ol 224 batteries, with 1350
field gons and 25,000 men, which can be ralsed
to 40,000 st & moment's uotles, Independently
of the corps in country quarters, there are ten
divisions of infantry brigaded (say 120.000 men) ;
there are, moreover, lour divisions of cavalry,
All are ready for service, with their complement
of artillery, military truin, commssariat, meds-
cal stafl, ete,

At the present time, therefore, the Situation
estimates the number ol men under armes at
four hundred thousand, and the organization j&
such that 1 a very short tinie it could be raised
to six bundred and fifty thousand, These Geures
epeak for themselves. I lewve your readers to
point the moral,

NAPOLEON ON PEACE.

GERMAN CONFEDERATION.

King William of Prussia Proclaims His
Rule Uver the New Confederation.
The Grst number ol the Official Gazelte for the
North German Confederation, published in Ber-
lin, August 8, contains the {following proclama-
tion, dated July 26:—
We, Willinm, by God's grace King of Prussla, etn,,
announce and make Kknowu hereby in the pnnes of the
Norith German Confederation:—
Now that the coustliution of the North German
Contedernilon has been agroed vpoo by us (here fol-
low ilie pemes of 1he territories us in the Introvuctory
Ean raph of the constitution up to the word Humn-
urg) with the Parllament assembled for that pur-
pose, Lthe same hss been prociaimed as follows (the
textof Lhe copsthiution a sppendd) mrnuflnmt the
entlre extent of the North German federal territory
upon the 25th of June Iast, and ncqualred the force of
law upon the st of July,
While we herewith bring this to public knowledge,
we undertake for onrselves and our nuccessors (i the
Crowa 0! Frussia all the rights, privileges, and daties
conferred upon us by the aforesnld coustitation,
Weo order that this procimmation sball be madas
known by the Gficial Gozette of the North Germian

THE CONGRESS OF SOVEREIGNS.
What Louls larloon Thought of Such

Assemblages in 1843 HKings May be

Decorved and Pooples Betrayed.”

The Cowrvier Francais, writing on the recent
asserublage of sovereigns and princes in Paris,
reproduces & very suggestive passage oo such
meetivgs in the reeords of Napoléon the Third.
They formed part of an article contributed by
iis Majesty to the Courrier du Pas de Calais fn
1848, snd rups thus; —The meeting of two sove-
reiens has always been a political event of the
highest imporiance. We contend that these
meetings have almost always ended in sad con-
sequences, which, in fact, open the way to
several dungers,

Fitst. In the very rare event of soverelgns
forming a cloge friendship, their mutual sympa-
thies imduce them to defend, with less energy
than they ought, the great Inferests th:{y repre-
gent, snd they neglect to value the rights of
their pations and the wrongs of their Goverp-
ments, because they do not like to hurt the
feelings of the crowned head who, on the pre-
vious evening, had been their host, and who
has become the object of their solicitude,

Second. Another danger is to be found In the
politeness of courts, which imitates so well all
the virtues and hides so cleverly all jealousy
and rancor thut the soverelgns allow themselves
to be deceived by the smooth and graclous
oxterior. They mistake noliteness fora real feel.
jng, and place thelr confidence, without reserve,
in an alllance which has ondy for support some
flattering assurances and some friendly toasts
drank during the excitement of & fete,

Third. However frivolous the appearance of
these monarchical meetings may be, it 8 lmpos-
gible that, during the fetss, some demnand should
pot be made, some promise made, or some con-
cesslon obtalned, i

Fourth, Finally, there is a dunger which,
however small in appesrance, has sometimes
ended In serious consequences, Although eti-
quetie be estublished to avoid rufiling amour
propre, often an involuntary forgetfulness Irri.
totes a Erlncu to such & degree that he vows
eternal hatred, The present King of Bavaria
has become the irreconcilable enemy of France
ever sinee the day whin, at Fontainebleau, he
thought that, bg the orders of the Bmperor,
proper respect bad not been paid to his runk,
Thue, then, interviews like those which are
about to take place offer inconvenlences und
dangers for kings s well as peoples—for kings,
because they may be deceived; lor peoples, be-
caused they may be betrayed.

Threeo Dulidings on Hrond Street and

One on South Strect Nearly Destroyed

—Extensive Fire In a Flour Warchouse

—Aggregate Losses Fully S60,000,

Abont 945 o'cloek last night Officer Nollig, of
the Pirst Proowet, discovarad & e on the second
floor of No. 1404 Broad street, The alarm was
given, and the firemen summoned to the scene,
The building is & two siwry and atiic frnme
structure, very old, and v 4 most dilapidated
condition. The Hames played sod havoe with
it, and all but destroyed it, The firemen worked
well, but owing 1o the fuct that the buildine
was of wood, and old, they did not succced in
extinguishing the Aames as speedily as hus been
their wont of late, The agarecate logses cansed
by this fire sre heavy, (he amount belng divided
among several tenants,

No. 14 SBouth street is a continvation of the
same wooden buildivg, nud ¢tands on the corner
ol Broad street. No. 18 South sireet connects
with the other frame builldings, and was severvly
damuged by the flames. All of there wooien
buildings, in fact, will no doubt be condemned
after proper survey.

The frame buildiogs in Broad and South
streets are owned by oue person, whose name
could not be ascertained.

J. King, an employe, slepton one of the upper
floors of No. 140 Brosd street, and was com-
pelled to muke lis escape minus his stock of
clothing.

The flnmes were extingnisbed in an hour and
a half atter the nlarm had been given,

ANOTHER FIRH THIS MORNING,

At 1 o'clock this morning the post office bell
siruck the same sigosl (No, 5), indicating
another firte in the peighborhond of the Browl
street conflagration. When our reporter resched
the scene he found the five-story brick butlding,
No. 13 Front street, in A sheet of flumes,

Thig buillding is stored witn animmense gquan-
tity ol flour, und is occupied by Messrs, Shute
& Van Pelt, commission merchauts, A jthe
three upper foors were on tire when the tiremen
began worklng, it is safe to assume that newrly
ull of the stock will be destroyed before the
flames can be extinguished.

No, 11 Front street is occupled by Noble &
Douglass, commission meérchants, who will sus-
tain n severe loss by water,

No. 15 is occupied by Condit & Betts, produce
merchants, and their premises were also endan-
gered by the intense heat,

These buildipgs are in the sume block with
those burned st the other fire, and it 19 supposed
that the flames derived their origin from that
gource, Owing to the lateness of the hour, no
correct estimate of theloss can be made, though
it cunnot fall short of $40,000, being probably
covered by insurance.

As we go o press the fire is still in active pro-
gress, aud the steamers are struggling 10 sublue
the flnmes.—N. Y, Times. 3

Supposed Loss off Coney lsland of the
Steamtug Adella with Seven Meon om

Considerable excltement was created in the
clty yesterday afternoon by a report that the
steamiug eila had blown up off Coney
Island, and that all the crew was lost, The
friends and famiiles of the crew were in the
greatest trepidation 1o the absence of any de-
finite lnformation, but up W a late bour last
night the fate of the men conld potl be certuinly
ascertalned, The foundation for the rumor
which created 50 much alarm was the report of
Caplain John Lenau, of the steamiug C. P.
Smiith, who eame up from Bandy Hook yester-
day, and stated that about 10 o'clock In the
morning he pleked up the top of udallot-nuuw.
two lamp boxes, with one lamp, and one of the

tlot-bouse sashesof the steamer Adelia, Float-

ngon Lhe wiler were splinters, and large plecies
ofiwood and otheér materisl, spparentiy from
some wresk. Captain Lenaun ploked up some
of these, and from an examliostion was led to
belleve that they bad been torn asunder by the
force of an explosion. The sash of the pllot-
house had no gless in I, and Its appearance
strengthened the supposition that (t had besn
blown out by an explogion, Nothing whatever
wis heard from Lhe crew yesterday, aod the
current bellef was that the vessel had blown ap
on Saturday morning, and Ltoat all theorew bad
perished.
